Extra Hours 


Majority Senior Academics; 
Fourth Attained Honor 
List First Semester 


Through choice or ne- 
cessity, 7.9% or 118 of Saginaw's 
total enrollment carry extra hours, 
The majority are senior aca- 
demies. 

Almost one-fourth are 
semester honor roll pupils. 

Most popular “extra” 
load is the 24-hour one, which 59 
elect, Fifty-three carry 25 hours; 
three, 26 hours. Luella Jaenicke, 
Fred Batcke, and Robert Granse 
carry 27, 28, and 29 hours, each. 

Because seniors either 
have to obtain extra credit to 
graduate or because they desire 
credit in more fields, they out- 
number sophs and juniors with an 
enrollment of 72. Juniors have 40, 
and sophs, six. 

Academics outnumber 
the other extra-hours two to one, 
with 61. Generals have 30; com- 
mercials, 22; and vocationals, 5. 
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Do athletes of one sport begrudge 
members of other teams due recognition? 
Football men who have earned 
their “Valley Champs" letters have been 
heard to mumble—guardedly 
"I hope basketball men 
don't get “Valley Champs" on 
their letters, too.

he Good Society" 
should command attention from 
all persons interested in how our 
world can be made a better place 
in which to live. Most of the Lipp- 
mann intricacies of technical lang- 
uage have been eliminated, so one 
is left to struggle with broader 
generalizations instead of 
thorough-going analyses of stu- 
pendous problems. 

We have 
the present impasse, Lippmann be- 
lieves, because we have lost our 
economie bearings — through neg- 
lect, and through such a mani- 
pulation of the agency of govern- 
ment that tenets of laissez-faire 
have been prostituted to the sole 
benefit of a single group. 

He believes that gov- 
ernment must become active in 
raining monopolistic tenden- 

But he clearly understands 
these tendencies in a collectivistic 
age in which the American brand 
of collectivism cannot be dug up, 
root, trunk and branches, without 
producing some lasting scars on 
the economic tissue. 

Nor does the author 
see much hope from the active 
economic planners who would op- 
erate our economy under the aegis 
of government planning. He vis- 
ualizes a system which might make 
ghastly errors and take no steps 
toward correction. The agency of 
control can be so large that it is 
“too large to live and too big to 
die.”
